DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to facilitate 
understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing under 37 CFR 1.81. 
No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show the 
operative connection of the many components of this invention as described in the specification. 
Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should 
be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or 
figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is 
to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets 
may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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A FURTHER reading of this invention in response to applicant's amendments to clarify 
the many detailed connections that are set forth currently as a puzzle to be solved has failed to 
reveal obvious shortcomings of the drawings as well as the disclosure detailed below. For 
example, it is necessary to show a cross-sectional view of the guide 4 and the engagement 
therewith in the four claimed positions, the interaction of the cam 12b with the extension (not 
illustrated) of the first slide 6, necessary to illustrate the numerous articulations disclosed by 
reference numeral, necessary to show the extension 6b, page 6, of the element 6, necessary to 
illustrate the interaction of element 3a and 4, the full claimed interaction of the drive block 14 
and the control lever 5, necessary to show the coupling element released from ????, page 8, line 
34, and the stop of page 9, line 3. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the first and second coupling element 
held by means of a catch, claim 1, the rail element proud of the roof, claim 3, the fourth position 
parallel to a roof, claim 2, the catch lever releasably fixed to the first slide element 6, claim 9, 
(contrary to applicant's remarks, hook 1 1 cannot be illustrated as connected to slide shoe 6 in 
figures 7-8 as no slide shoe is even shown), the entirety of claim 10, and the control lever 
disengaged from the wind deflector, claim 20 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
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should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The amendment to the specification filed on 8/18/2005 is not entered as the first two 
requested entries are on page 1 and 2 respectively, not pages 2 and 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-6, 10, 13-15, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 
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7. Claims 1-6, 10, 13-15, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Several attempts 
have been made to comprehend this inadequately disclosed invention. Applicant has not 
disclosed the interaction between the numerous components in a manner to enable one to both 
understand and construct the invention for later improvement. A thorough reading, as the 
examiner has done, will reveal the significant problems. A few examples, in addition to the 
problems listed above, sufficient to illustrate the problem which is the responsibility of applicant 
and counsel are: How is element 1 1 released, page 8 and from what? How can the hook 1 1 be 
connected to the structure that applicant labeled 6b? 

Specification 

8. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: numerous reference 
numerals are incorrectly cited or omitted such as 5, 5a, the control lever pivot is not identified by 
numeral, etc. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

9. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: claim 10, in total. 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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11. Claims 1-6, 10, 13-15, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 20 is functional, without means or structure for the functions. 
Claim 1 is functional as there is no structure for "staying fixed". 
Claim 4 is not understood in "-guide". 

Claim 19 lacks antecedent for "a control lever", this lever recited in claim 1. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

12. The information disclosure statement filed 8/18/2005 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently 
understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the 
content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. It has been 
placed in the application file, but the lined out references referred to therein has not been 
considered. A statement referring to another document is not a statement of relevance. 



73. The attempt to clarify this puzzled application is insufficient to allow patenting thereof 
While the invention is.not fully understood as stated above, no prior art is of record to form 
evidence against the claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

14. Applicant's arguments filed 8/18/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Please see the detailed action above. 

Conclusion 

15. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. All detail pivotal link support for a movable roof panel.
